Several years ago the copyright on the word “aspirin” expired, and 
many firms such as the United Drug Co., of Boston, and Parke Davis, of 
Detroit, began labeling tablets “aspirin”, which formerly they had to la- 
bel as acetosalicylic acid. To counteract this, Bayer, who before had 
advised people in his advertisements to use only “aspirin”, now advised

Davis & Co. is just as good as Bayer’s and cost just 50% as much. When- 
ever you buy Bayer’s you are paying twice as much as other firms ask, 
thus paying for the name and their extensive advertising. 

Of all the headache remedies aspirin is perhaps the least detri- 
mental and to be preferred much over those of the acetanilid group, for 
it does not seem to cause anemia and other allied complaints. It should 
be used sparingly by people with weak hearts. 

One might say, in conclusion of these articles on headache remedies 
that everyone should use them as little as possible, for no remedy that is 
capable of stopping a headache, which, of course, is a nervous disorder, 
can do so without being a very powerful drug and somewhat detrimental 
to the human system, but if one must use them, aspirin should be selected 
in preference to others, or else consult a doctor. 

* Nicotine: Having read of the extensive use of cigarettes by women 
in England, and realizing the rapid spread of the habit throughout the 
East and South, I took a vote in my three Chemistry classes upon two 
questions concerning the use of cigarettes by women. 

These two questions were: “Do you approve of the use of cigar- 
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ettes among women on the basis of the habit being granted right for 
men?” Do you approve of it on the basic principle of right and wrong?”

Once again the big game resuited in a tie. The day of the grand 
struggle was perfect for football and the attendance was larger than 
ever.
